president and trustees hava been

in vain for two scholars of snflicieutly high 
attainments to fill newly appointed chairs of 
tbe classics.

DUEL. 


The quarrel between Bennett nnd Mny 


K the topic of the hour. Tho morning pa- 
pers contain a mags of confused and con- 
tradictory telegrams, which are scarcely 
worth publishing until ivo cnn devigo some 
means to find out which nre true nnd which 
ore false. In Tiew of all thnt hns been sent 
over tho wires it io safe to sny thnt nothing 
is yet fully established. It is probable, 
however, that n duel him boon fought nnd 
IhntMny is wounded whilo Bennett rcmnins 
unhurt. Even this, however, is not fullv 
and clearly estnblished for tho accounts 
differ BO widely thnt tho greater part of 
them must of necessity bo untrue. 


This whole affair is disgraceful in tho ex- 


treme. The resort to duelling is a barbar- 
ous practice thnt baa como down to us from 
uncivilized nnd uncultured times nnd is not 
at all in harmony with tho spirit of the age. 
Duels nre seldom fought except by cownrds 
aud braggarts. They nro not for tho main- 
tenance of wounded honor so much as oc- 
cisions in which nugry persons hope to 
wreak vengeance on their enemies. In this 
enlightened Christian ago, no man's honor 
is preserved in public estimation by his at- 
tempts to commit murder with or without 
the forms of n duel. The laws of most of the 
•lutes make this offence murder nndnothing 
less. To fight n. duel oven -where neither 
parly Is killed is n states prison offence. 
And is it true thnt n man saves his honor by 
«n net thnt violates public sentiment, trnm- 
ples upon the laws of God, nnd defies the 
Jtatntes of the nation. Duelling is a crimo 
of high degree, nnd so handled everywhere. 
Wealth and position may enable men lo es- 
cape the consequences of this crimo,as they 
do many others, but the enormity of the 
offence is not lessened thereby. James Gor. 
don Bennett owes it lo himself, to journal- 
ism, and to tho enlightened community in 
which he lives, to conduct himself with 
more reference to the Inws of God and man 
than to he engnged in fighting n duel.

life.

The very fact that Princeton is attracting 


so much more attention in the papers thnu 
formerly does not of itself indicnte degener- 
ation, nny more than tho searching daily 
criticisms on Governor Hayes prove thnt ho 
is less honorable thnn ho was before he 
came into notice. 


Finally, Dr. McCosh is fully nwnro that
